May Not Ensure Completion 

“It does not appear by the Said bill 
that the additional aid of $45,000,000 
will insure the completion and oper- 
ation of the C.N.R. system, which is 
aiready charged with securities 
amounting to more than $176,000,000, 
apart from public aid granted by way 
of subsidies, land grants, bonds and 
guaranteed securities exceeding $220,- 
000,000, or in all, $896,000,000, 

"The mortgages and charges to be 
xiven 40 the government in virtue of 
sald bil do not constiiute a sufficient 
or reasonable assurance that the gov- 
ernment shall got be called upon to 
uty the ‘guaranteed securities’ ul 
maturity. 

“Me C.N.R. system has remained to 
this date a personal ‘undertaking of 
Sir Wim. Mackenzie and Sir Donald 
Mann, and no provision is made in 
the bill tor their personally guaran- 
decing the ‘guaranteed securities,’ 

“The said bill contains no provision 
preventing the proceeds of the ‘guar- 
unteed securities’ being applied to the 
payment of the indebtedyess of the 
Canadian Northern system to Sir Wm. 
Mackenzie and Sir Donald Mann, or 
to the Mackenzie Mann & Co., Lim- 
ited, of which they are reputed to be 
the principals, if not the only mem- 
bers.” 

“Under the said bill the ‘guaranteed 
securities’ ase not to be taken inaty ace 
count in making ap the maximum of the 
mortgage securities Which may be issued

Canada has been borrowing 
very freely of late, and it is common 
knowledge thar seme nas been suffer- 
ing from trade depression and a scar- 
city of fluid resources, not entirely 
due, perhaps, to lecal conditions. 

While we should be sorry (o suggest 
that the government is taking undue 
risks or not usefully employing the 
money, it might have been more ex- 
pedient to walt for some signs of re- 
covery before floating yet another 
loan.

Beventy-five People Aboard mm 
Northland Are Are Landed 
New London, Conn, 


New London, Conn, June 5,.—The 
‘passengers from’ the Eastern line 
steamer Northland, bound from New 
York for Portland, Maine, who went 
on shore on Bartlett's Reef tast night, 
were safely landed in this city at five 
o'clock this morning and a half hour 
later started for Boston and Portland 
on a special train, The captain and 
crew of the Northland remained 
aboard their ship, which is in no im- 
mediate danger as the weather today 
is fair. 

The passengers, 75 in number, were 
brought to port by the wrecking tug 
Tasco, which had been summoned by 
wireless to the aid of the stranded 
vessel. The passongers were in a 
happy frame of mind when they 
found themselves safely ashore, While 
on the stranded Northland, they 
said, and with the Empress of Ireland 
disaster so fresh in mind, they were 
in constant fear that another storm 
would come up and endanger their 
lives, 

The Northland grounded on Bart- 
lett’s Reef ten miles southwest of here, 
about midnight last night, There was 
a heavy fog over Long Island Sound, 
and, according to members of the 
crew of the tug Tasco, the Northland, 
for this reason, got too close to shore.

WIRELESS TELEPHONE 
USED OVER 150 MILES 


Invention of Two French Naval 
Officers Is Experimented With 
Successfully 


Paris, June 5.—By means of a wire- 
less telephone apparatus, invented by 
two naval officers, Commander Victor 
Colin and Lt. Maurice Jeance, con- 
versations were carried on in and over 
a distance of 160 miles. The words 
came with greater diBtinctness, it is 
said, than is customary even over a 
telephoné connected by wire, the 
speaker's voice ‘being clearly recog- 
nized.! 2 

The inventors of the new apparatus 
succeeded in. transmitting speech by 
wireless five years ago. Their instru- 
ments were installed on the French 
battleships Verite and Justice,. but 
they could not be depended upon, 
chiefly owing to the variable quality 
of the oscillations of the Hertzian 
waves. i 

By experiment the inventors finally 
succeeded in overcoming the difficul- 
ties by means of an attachment which 
filters the was, They declare that 
any number of posts can exchange 
conversations at the same time with- 
out interferings with each other by 
slightly varying the receptive wave 
lengths. While artannae measuring 
150 feet are necessary for long dis- 
tance transmission, conversations can 
be received on the small apparatus 
which is used by many persons to 
catch the Liffe! tower time signais. 

Successful tests of an _ extensive 
character were carried out today be- 
tween Paris and a receiving station 
installed in a country house at Met- 
tray, near Tours.

NEVER ACCEPT UNION 

General Assembly in 1915 to Be 


Held in Kingston—Four Cities 
Wanted It 


Woodstock, Ont.. June 5 (by W.A.~ 
P. Staff Correspondent).—After re- 
ceiving invitations from four cities of 


Canada for the meeting in 19156, the 
general assembly today accepted an 
earnest request from the City ot 
Kingston to hold the gathering of that 
year there, 

The invitations presented today 
were of an extremely urgent charac- 
ter and were pressed by the repie- 
sentatives of the various cities con- 
tending with remarkable vigor, Rev. 
Wylie C, Clark and Professor Oliver, 
of the University of Saskatchewan, 
presented the invitation to the  as- 
seynbly to meet in’ the new St. An- 
drew's Church in Saskatoon. 

Mr. Clarke stated that the home 
mission field in Saskatchewan wus 
the largest in Canzda, He also stat- 
ed that Saskatchewan was the only 


province In which the assembly had 
never been. Rev, John Pringle 
urged the claims of Sydney, C.B. Mr. 


Pringle said that practically the en- 
tire English-speaking population of 
the district of which Sydney is the 
centre was Presbyterian, 

Jnvitation From Coast, 

Principal MeKay presented the 
claims of Victoria, and spoke of the 
various important foreign problems 
which the church must consider on 
the Pacifie coast. The _ invitation 
from Kingston was presented by 
Professor Jordan. The question of 
cost entered into the issue. As he 
church now pays the travelling ex- 
penses this was considered important. 
It was also’ recognized that the as- 
sembly of 1915 will settie the union 
question, and it was considered desir- 
able that the place vu. meeting should 
be readily accessible for the sessions. 
Kingston was finally chosen. 

The important question of union 
has not yet.come up and probably 
will not be considered until next week. 

A meeting of those opposed to un- 
ion was held in the library building 
this morning. ‘Rev. R. G. MacBcth, 
of Paris, Ontario, presided, and Dr. 
Scott, editor of the Record, explained 
the situation. 

To Make Vigorous Fight, 

It was decided to make a vigorous 
fight in the assembly where tie views 
of those opposed to union will be set 
forth as clearly as possible. It appears 
certain that there will be an irrecon- 
cilable element when the union is - 
nally effected. 

The arrangements for the Sunday 
services were announced this morning.

ST, LAWRENCE RIVER 
DISASTER IN 1711 


In That Year English Fleet Met 
Destruction on Egg 
Island 


Quebec, June 4.—It is not generally 
known that in order to find a disaster 
on the St. Lawrence river which in 
point of number 6f lives lost comes 
near paralleling the los sof the Em- 
press it is necessary to go back two 
hundred years to the year i711 when 
the English fleet under Sir James Wal- 
ker met with destruction on the crags 
of Egg Island in the month of August. 
It thought that close on to a thou- 
sand lives were lost on that occasion, 
although some reports put the figure 
much higher, At any raic, several 
transports foundered, 

An interesting, if somewhat exag- 
gerated, account of what happened 
then is to be found in a contemporary 
narrative of a nun, Mother Juchereau, 
of St. Ignace, who gives an idea of 
the horrors associated with that ship- 
wreck, After telling how a barque 
and forty men were sent down to the 
scene to gather up what they could, 
she says: 

“They left in 1711 and returned in 
1712 with five loaded vessels. They 
found there a spectacle of which the 
recital makes for horror. More than 
3,000 naked corpses were on the sand 
which had every posture of the des- 
perate, Some gnashed their teeth, 
others were snatching handsful of 
hair, some were half buried in the 
sand, others were embracing. There 
was @ group of seven women, who 
held one another by the hand and had 
evidently perished tcgether. 

“The sight of so many dead was 
frightful, and the odor which came 
from them was intolerable. Although 
the tide carried some of them awey 
every day, there remained enough tu 
infect the alr. Some had thrust them- 
selves or been thrust into the hollows 
of the shore; and others were bur- 
rowed in the grass. There must have 
been some old officers, for there were 
found commissions signed by King 
James of England, who had been ex- 
jled in France since 1689." 

Another terrible disaster was the 
loss of the steamer Montreal at Cape 
Rouge, June 26, 1857. On that ovcca- 
sion more than two hundred souls 
were either burnt to death aboard the 
oat or were drowned in attempting 
to escape from the flames,

Greenwood, Wis,, June 5.—With the 
Black river already past its greatest 
flood height and rising fast, this town 
and others situated near the raging 
torrent are hourly in danger of being 
swept away. The maddened. waters, 
swollen by the heavy rain of Wednes- 
day and Thursday have torn the mu- 
nicipal light and power company’s 
dam from its anchorage and have 
swept away 250 feet of reinforced con- 
crete levee, : 


Small bulidings are being whirled 
down the stream, One steel bridge 
has given uway to the torrent and 


others are threatened, Familles have 
been driven away from their homes by 
the waters and are seeking shelter in 
the higher places, 

At Hemlock, four miles north of 
here, the saw mill and roller mills of 
the T. O, Withee Lumber company 
have ‘been torn down by the bursting 
of a dam and a steel bridge has been 
wrenched from its mooring. Creeks 
have been tnrned into rivers and the 
water is still rising fast. 

At Owen, 15 miles north of here, 
four feet of water is whirling through 
the streets, basements are filled, side- 
walks carried away and small build- 
ings demolished, The damage will 
reach many thousands of dollars.
